(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

A Public  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Bedford  Fire  Station  and  is  avail- 
able for  your  District.  The  Station  can  be  communicated  with  by 
telephone.  The  ’phone  number  is  2222.  Another  Ambulance  is  kept 
at  the  Luton  Police  Station — ’phone  number  is  2210,  A third  Ambu- 
lance under  the  control  of  the  British  Red  Cross  is  kept  at  Dunstable, 
’phone  number  42. 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  the  present  arrange- 
ments appear  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  In  the 
event  of  an  extra  Ambulance  being  required  in  an  emergency,  there  is 
an  understanding  with  neighbouring  Authorities  that  their  Ambulances 
would  be  available. 

c)— PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General. — The  Bedfordshire  Nursing  Association  supplies  12  Nurses 
to  18  Parishes  in  your  District.  These  Nurses  attend  Maternity  cases 
and  minor  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  They  are  not  allowed  to  attend 
any  infectious  disease.  The  local  Association  for  each  area  employing 
a Nurse,  supervises  her  work  and  provides  her  salary,  which  is  raised 
by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  small  fees  by  non-members  of  the  local  .

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


House  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  by  direct  labour  from  Woburn,  Flitwick, 
Westoning,  Harlington,  Aspley  Heath  and  Aspley  Guise,  but  the  service  has  been 
restricted  from  weekly  to  fortnightly  visits.  Quarterly  visits  to  the  remaining  parishes 
are  made  to  collect  indestructible  refuse.  One  motor  refuse  collecting  vehicle  is  used. 
Paper,  Metals,  Rags,  Bones  and  Rubber  are  salvaged. 

Closet  pails  in  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington  are  emptied  by  Contract, 
a motor  cesspool  emptier  being  used.

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

The  tenancies  of  four  Council  Houses  have  changed  during  the  year. 

Four  complaints  regarding  excessive  rent  were  investigated.  Reductions  were 
obtained  in  two  cases,  and  two  allegations  were  considered  unfounded. 

29  claims  in  respect  of  damage  by  evacuees  have  been  investigated  and  settled. 
Permitted  numbers  in  respect  of  3 houses  have  been  supplied  to  applicants. 

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  now  174  persons  on  the  register,  comprising  94  wholesalers  and  80 
retailers,  a nett  increase  of  seven.  Defects  were  noted  and  rectified  at  28  premises. 
One  Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  has  been  issued. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

216  lbs.  of  beef,  27  lbs.  bacon,  10  tins  of  meat,  9 tins  of  other  foods,  347  eggs  and 
four  tins  of  milk  have  been  condemned. 

One  Slaughterhouse  licence  has  been  renewed  and  8 licences  to  Slaughter  and  Stun. 
Defects  were  noted  and  rectified  at  one  bakehouse.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever.— Seventy-five  cases  were  notified,  seventy-three  of  whom  were 
treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Thirty-five  of  these  cases  occurred  between  the 
ages  of  5 to  10.  There  were  fifteen  parishes  affected,  the  greatest  number  (37)  were 
in  the  parish  of  Marston. 

Diphtheria. — Nine  cases  were  notified,  all  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
No  deaths. 

Pneumonia. — Twenty  seven  cases  were  notified,  seven  of  them  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  There  were  eleven  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — Seven  cases  notified.  Two  were  treated  in  hospital.  No  deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Four  cases  were  notified,  one  was  treated  in  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Two  cases  notified,  both  of  them  recovered.  Two  deaths 
of  residents  occurred  outside  the  district  but  are  included  in  this  area  in  this  report. 

Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis. — Four  cases  have  been  notified  and  I am  glad  to  report 
that  there  were  no  deaths. 

Measles.— Two  hundred  and  seventy  cases  were  notified.  These  cases  were 
distributed  among  nineteen  parishes. 

Whooping  Cough. — Fifty-one  cases  were  reported  from  nine  parishes. 

ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

During  the  year  under  review  I have  been  successful  in  getting  2,262  school 
children  completely  immunised  out  of  a total  number  of  3,404  children  on  the  School 
Roll.  This  gives  a percentage  of  66.4  of  school  children  completely  immunised  at  the 
end  of  1941. 

With  regard  to  the  children  under  school  age,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  has  arranged  to  carry  out  the  immunisations  at  the  various  child  Welfare  Centres; 
he  informs  me  that  at  the  end  of  1941  he  has  immunised  36  children  under  school 
age  out  of  an  estimated  number  of  1,400. 
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NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

An  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox  occurred  in  each  of  the  following  parishes  : Westoning, 
Steppingley,  Haynes,  Ridgmont,  Aspley  Heath,  Woburn,  Flitwick,  Lower  Stondon 
and  Tingrith,  and  cases  of  Mumps  were  reported  from  Shillington,  Steppingley, 
Marston  Shelton,  Greenfield,  Maulden,  Silsoe  and  Millbrook. 

CANCER.
